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County Considers Cutting 
Paid Firefighters in Greenbelt 


Since 1963, Prince George’s 
County has provided assistance to 
Greenbelt by assigning paid, ca- 
reer firefighters to man the 
firehouse during the day when 
most of the volunteers are at 
their paying jobs. Recently, 
Randy Krob, chief of the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment (GVFD), met with county 
fire department staff to learn that 
this assistance may be in jeop- 
ardy. Due to a deficiency in per- 
sonnel and funds, the county is 
considering limiting its participa- 
tion in some fire departments and 
removing the four career 
firefighters currently deployed to 
Greenbelt for daytime coverage. 
The ambulance used by GVFD 
belongs to the county but has not 
been slated for removal. 

Using Statistics 

Krob was told in the meeting 
that statistics would be used in 
the allocation of county resources 
in the future, and the statistics 
showed that Greenbelt’s volun-

teers could carry the load suffi- 
ciently. Krob, however, disputed 
some of the numbers and told city 
councilmembers at their meeting 
on March 25 that the county only 
used one year’s worth of data in 
developing the statistical report. 
He complained to county repre- 
sentatives that Greenbelt citizens 
would be penalized for having ac- 
tive, dedicated volunteer firemen. 
In an interview, Krob said he had 
later tried to verify some of the 
data and found that in the major- 
ity of cases in one category, the 
figures were skewed because of 
incorrect assumptions in the com- 
puterized tracking program. He 
said other discrepancies exist as 
well. 
Other Departments 

The Branchville Fire Depart- 
ment has also been notified of 
pending cutbacks, and stations 
from the neighboring communities 
of Berwyn Heights (which has no 
water pumper trucks), Glenn Dale, 
College Park, Lanham, Riverdale 


and perhaps Beltsville would be 
called upon during the day to 
cover emergencies in Greenbelt 
and Branchville, as well as cover 
their own citizens’ needs. Some 
of these stations may also find 
their resources reduced. Krob 
said it would be some time in 
April before plans affecting 
Greenbelt and the surrounding ar- 
eas would be fully known. 
Council Action 

Krob first notified Greenbelt 
City Council of possible changes 
at its meeting on March 11, after 
he had received a memo in 
which Lieutenant Colonel Will- 
iam R. McGown, of the Emer- 
gency Operations Command, Of- 
fice of the Fire Chief of Prince 
George’s County, directed Krob 
to schedule a conference with 
members of that office. At that 
time, council decided to send a 
letter to county officials, with 
copies to Greenbelt’s county del-

Review of County General Plan 


Raises Concerns among Council 


The latest version of a county 
plan, the Preliminary General 
Plan for Prince George’s County, 
was presented to the Greenbelt 
City Council on March 25, with 
councilmembers giving good 
marks for presentation and ex- 
pressing serious concerns about 
the content. 

As outlined by Tom Tyson, 
planner coordinator for the 
Countywide Planning Division, the 
plan’s purpose is to provide broad 
goals, objectives, policies and 
strategies to guide future develop- 
ment within the county, to provide 
a guide for new county master 
plans (such as the area plan 
which includes Greenbelt) to make 
revisions to existing development 
regulations and to act as a guide 
for the funding of public improve-

ments as well as for future eco- 
nomic development proposals. 

Tyson pointed out several 
times that this plan does not 
make recommendations for spe- 
cific properties; similarly, it does 
not make recommendations for 
specific public facilities such as 
major streets. These details will 
be the subject of future planning 
efforts, Tyson commented. 

The introduction to the plan 
notes that this latest version “em- 
braces and, in some instances, 
modifies the goals, policies and 
strategies of the Biennial Growth 
Policy Plan, which was adopted 
by the County Council in No- 
vember 2000.” A General Plan 
was last done in 1982. 

Parts I and Il 
The plan consists of five parts,

with Part I being an overview. 
Part II, Development Pattern Ele- 
ment, designates three growth 
policy tiers - developed, develop- 
ing and rural - and_ characteris- 
tics, opportunities and constraints 
unique to each. Within the devel- 
oped and developing tiers, a corri- 
dors and centers overlay focuses 
public investment in specific areas 
of the county where intensive de- 
velopment is envisioned. 
Corridors 

Tyson explained that a large 
part of the plan focuses on cen- 
ters, which are metropolitan, re- 
gional or community, and corri- 
dors along seven major highways. 
Six corridors were in the Biennial 
Plan; the General Plan adds a 
seventh, University Boulevard 
from the county line to the Capi- 
tal Beltway. 

In addressing the three tiers in 
Part II, Tyson explained that the 
developed tier is largely inside 
the Beltway. The plan recom- 
mends revitalization, infill and re- 
development in order to preserve, 
restore and enhance the environ- 
ment, including such examples as 
two-story and smaller commu- 
nity-oriented elementary schools. 

The developing tier lies mostly 
outside the Beltway, west of 
Route 301 and north of the 
Mattawoman Basin, Tyson said. 
Plan recommendations are too 
slow and reduce the proportion of 
county growth in the area. 

The rural tier is defined as the 
area beyond the water and sewer

Middle School Renovations 
Reviewed at ACE Meeting

The Greenbelt Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (ACE) at its 
March 26 meeting reviewed four 
proposed plans for the renovation 
of Greenbelt Middle School and 
then came up with their own new 
proposal - to build a new school 
and to connect it to the historic 
part of a renovated original 
school. Their suggestion will be 
forwarded to the city council for 
discussion. 

The four original plans ranged 
from renovating the old school 
with no additions to abandoning 
the old school building and con- 
structing an entirely new build- 
ing. These plans were detailed in 
a recent News Review article. 
Constructing the new building 
would be least disruptive to the 
students as they could remain in 
the current school until moving 
to the new school. It would also 
take the least time. As detailed 
in the proposal, constructing an 
entirely new school would also 
be cheapest, especially since it 


would not devote any funds to 
the original historic school, a 
structure which cannot be torn 
down as it is protected under the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 

The ACE members had several 
concerns about the new school 
plan. They approved of the idea 
of building an entirely new 
school as being least disruptive. 
However, the new school space 
was smaller than the current 
space and that was unacceptable, 
as it appeared that the new 
school would be overcrowded be- 
fore it was completed. They pro- 
posed that the new building be 
constructed as planned but that it 
be connected to the original his- 
toric sections of the current 
school and that those areas be 
renovated as offices, health cen- 
ter, media center or for other pur- 
poses. It appeared that the cost 
of doing this might not exceed

Beware of Phone Scam

Police have contacted AT&T and 
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B.t. Concerns 


In response to the city’s plan 
to spray pesticide from aircraft to 
kill gypsy moths, we’re con- 
cerned that the city council and 
the Advisory Committee on Trees 
might not have had all the facts 
about the pesticide Bacillus 
thuringiensis (B.t.) before making 
their decision. 

During a search on the 
Internet to get more information 
about B.t., we discovered that 
pesticide manufacturers do not 
disclose the “inert” ingredients of 
their B.t. formulations because 
such ingredients are considered to 
be trade secrets. Some formula- 
tions include highly reactive 
chemicals that may cause adverse 
health effects. 

Apparently, few studies have 
been conducted on B.t.’s health 
effects; however, people exposed 
to B.t. during spray programs in 
Vancouver, Oregon, and Washing- 
ton state complained of various 
symptoms including seizure, fe- 
ver, altered consciousness, allergy 
and asthma problems, and respi- 
ratory, eye, and skin irritations. 
People with weakened immune 
systems or pre-existing allergies 
were advised to leave the area 
during the time of actual spraying 
because of their particular suscep- 
tibility to the effects of B.t. 

Of additional concern is the 
fact that the EPA does not require 
the testing of B.t. for carcinoge- 
nicity, mutagenicity, or chronic 
toxicity. 

Many states have responded to 
the available scientific evidence 


The recent death of Milton 
Berle brought to mind my early 
memories of Berle before he be- 
came “Uncle Miltie.”

by prohibiting the aerial spraying 
of B.t. except in forest areas re- 
mote from human habitation. 

In addition to affecting human 
health, B.t. can adversely affect 
beneficial insects and seriously 
reduce the population and variety 
of the moths and butterflies on 
which birds and mammals feed. 

We are also concerned about 
the health of residents in the 
neighborhoods surrounding Pla- 
teau Place, as well as the children 
attending the nearby elementary 
school. Aerial sprays of B.t. 
have been found to drift up to 
two miles from a targeted area. 

We encourage the city council 
to reconsider its decision. But, if 
spraying goes ahead as planned, 
we urge Greenbelt residents who 
cannot leave the area on the 
day(s) of spraying to stay indoors 
with their windows closed.

ACE Reviews Thorton Report 


At the request of city council, 
the Greenbelt Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education (ACE) has re- 
viewed the report of the Commis- 
sion on Education Finance, Eq- 
uity & Excellence, commonly 
called the Thornton Commission, 
and the recommendations of the 
Prince George’s County Educa- 
tion Equity and Excellence Coa- 
lition on this report. ACE recom- 
mends that the council support the 
report of the commission and 
write a letter of support for the 
State House and Senate bills 
adopting the commission’s report 
or sign the resolution of the Prince 
George’s County Education Equity 
and Excellence Coalition. Council 
adopted these recommendations at 
its recent meeting. 

The Thornton Commission re- 
port is the result of two years of 
study on school aid in the state 
of Maryland. It concluded that 
the existing funding structure 
does not provide equitable and 
adequate funding. Further, it said 
that although Maryland is among 
the wealthiest states in the U.S., 
it ranks only 34th among states 
in state public education funding 
per pupil, and only 45th among 
States in state public education 
spending per $1,000 of personal 
income. The commission has 
made a number of recommenda- 
tions to provide the necessary

funding to allow students and 
schools to meet performance 
standards. The commission’s rec- 
ommendations would result in in- 
creased funding for all schools — 
a $1.1 billion increase in school 
aid over five years. Prince 
George’s County would receive 
$305 million over the five years. 

Other recommendations in- 
clude: providing additional fund- 
ing for students with special 
needs including special education 
students, economically disadvan- 
taged students and students with 
limited English proficiency; dis- 
tributing state aid in a way that is 
inversely related to the wealth of 
the jurisdiction (wealth equaliza- 
tion); providing funding for full- 
day kindergarten; and providing 
funding for gifted and talented 
students in the base funding level.

service envelope, with long-term 
agriculture and open space use. 
Some limited amount of residen- 
tial development is expected. 
The plan would provide design 
guidance to protect the rural char- 
acter. 
Parts III, ['V and V 

Part III denotes Infrastructure 
Elements; it provides broad 
policy guidance for environmental 
protection and the provision of 
transportation and public facili- 
ties; Part IV, Economic Develop- 
ment, Housing, and Community 
Character Elements, describes the 
characteristics of the areas; and 
Part V, Implementation, lays out a 
series of actions needed to be 
taken to realize the vision estab- 
lished by the plan. 

Copies of the plan are avail- 
able at no cost at the Greenbelt 
Library. Written comments to the 
county planning board were due 
April 5. County worksessions 
will be held in April, recommen- 
dations will be made to the 
county council by the first part of 
May, council work sessions begin 
in June and final approval is ex- 
pected by late June or July. 

Council Response 

Mayor Judith Davis began the 
council response with “Why in 
the plan do you not mention or 
acknowledge municipalities?” 
Tyson replied, “They are men- 
tioned in the implementation 
chapter, briefly.” “If you just 
have a brief mention, I guess you 
feel that municipalities are not 
important,” retorted Davis. Tyson 
came back with “I don’t feel that 
that’s the way we feel, but you 
can bring that to the planning 
board and the council’s atten- 
tion.” 

Davis asked if this plan would 
take precedence over any other 
master plan, such as the sector 
plan. “Area plans automatically 
amend the county’s General 
Plan,” replied Tyson. “If we re- 
visit Greenbelt’s area plan in a 
year or two, whatever comes out 
of that would amend the General 
Plan.” 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
commented that he was feeling 
“uncharacteristically charitable” 
about the presentation. “I like 
some of the components...but 
some of the details bothered me 
and one of the main ones is the 
treatment of the three-tier idea. 
The thing that an environmentally 
progressive county ought to do is 
to squiggle those [map] lines to 
take in anything that is conceiv- 
ably rural and preservable at this 
point. I think that the rural tier 
is ignoring a great deal of rural 
land it could take in, and 
should.” 








Greenbelt Developing? 

As to the developing tier, 
Turnbull noted that part of it 
“looks like where my house is, a 
neighborhood that hasn’t changed 
for over 60 years. It ought to be 
acknowledged that places that are 
stable should be part of the de- 
veloped tier and places that are 
appropriate to be developed in 
the future should be delineated 
more carefully.” 

Tyson concurred that “those 
are good points that ought to be 
brought to the council.” 

Davis noted proposals for de- 
veloping the county’s shore lines 
with large estates. She asked if 
there was a specific statement in 
the plan allowing them. “No,” 
replied Tyson. He said that the 
plan recognizes that there will be 
residential development in the ru- 
ral development tier and that 
there will be estate-type develop- 
ment. However, the plan does 
not include any strategies to take 
parkland or buffer areas away 
and develop them. Davis contin- 
ued with “or buffer areas,’ and 
Tyson echoed “or buffer areas.” 

Councilmember Tom White 
questioned Tyson regarding the 
developing tier: “It says it follows 
the county’s economic develop- 
ment strategy. What is that?” 
Tyson responded that it takes ad- 
vantage of the metro stations, 
high-tech development and _ busi- 
ness retention. “In practice,” 
White retorted,’ the county’s eco- 
nomic development strategy is 
they'll take anything, just so it’s 
developed.” 

Staff Response 

When Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Director Celia 
Craze was called on to comment, 
she reported that additional text 
has been added to the plan since 
city staff met with Tyson and 
members of the planning team. 
“It still doesn’t quite meet the 
criteria that is necessary to com- 
ment on elements such as imple- 
mentation, and perhaps it ought 
to be directed to the office of law 
to receive a satisfactory answer. 
The role of the municipalities...in 
the substance of the plan is not 
adequately addressed, and the 
implementation, still, while ac- 
knowledged, doesn’t really exist, 
so we really don’t know how this 
is going to happen, and that’s re- 
ally a very important part of any 
plan,” said Craze. 

Davis asked where Greenbelt 
is in the tiers and if it was in the 
developed tier. 

“You are largely in the devel- 
oping tier,’ replied Tyson. 
“Some of your boundaries extend 
inside the Beltway. That part is 
in the developed tier.”

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Davis asked if funding was 
addressed in the plan, Tyson re- 
plied that “It is in the develop- 
ment pattern section, where prior- 
ity is for government expendi- 
tures to provide needed public fa- 
cilities. The emphasis is on the 
developed tier and in the centers 
and corridors...that’s the first 
choice.” 

White remarked that it was 
“really silly” to present a general 
plan constructed of three tiers 
that are arbitrary in this defini- 
tion. Within the corporate limits 
of Greenbelt, she said, there’s 
very little developable area, a 
portion of which is not only de- 
veloped, but of historic status. 
It’s rather insulting to have a plan 
which puts Greenbelt in a devel- 
oping tier, when, by anyone’s 
definition, it’s already developed, 
he said. “Why would the county 
adhere to such an arbitrary ratio- 
nale for delineating areas in the 
General Plan if they want this to 
be a meaningful planning docu- 
ment?” he asked. 

Davis followed that in the de- 
veloped tier there was room for 
infill, greater density. Council- 
member Rodney Roberts asked 
Tyson about density. “The ulti- 
mate density of the projects 
would be up to the area plan. 
Other than for centers and corri- 
dors, the [general] plan does not 
make recommendations to in- 
crease or decrease density,” he 
said. 

Historic Districts 

Davis asked if historic neigh- 
borhoods are covered in the plan. 
“Recommendations are that when 
corridors come within historic 
districts that development not be 
allowed to hurt the historic dis- 
trict itself,’ Tyson said. How- 
ever, the council might want to 
get clarification on protecting ex- 
isting neighborhood integrity, and 
point out that this needs to be 
strengthened throughout the de- 
velopment pattern element, he 
added. 


admonishing that the “rural tier 
should be drawn as large as pos- 
sible, much larger than the 
county has the wherewithal or 
wisdom to do. The talk of infra- 
structure needs to take form on 
the map.” 

Council voted to forward 
staff’s comments to the county 
planning board, adding the addi- 
tional concerns that arose out of 
this meeting.

egation, to seek information and 
to express support for maintain- 
ing the current arrangement. 

At its March 25 meeting, 
council voted to send “a strong 
second letter” to protest imple- 
mentation of the plan 
as described so far. 
Mayor Judith Davis 
said she had spoken 
briefly with County 
Fire Chief Ronald 
Blackwell, and he in- 
dicated that he would 
be the one to make 
the final decision on 
allocating resources. He told 
Davis that there are areas of the 
county with very limited cover- 
age, and it is this concern that 
has partly stimulated the reorgani- 
zation. Davis said she empha- 
sized to Blackwell the need to 
keep communications open. 
Blackwell said his office would 
welcome comments during this 
preliminary stage of restructuring. 

Krob said that besides budget- 
ary concerns, the county is short 
72 career fire fighters. He had 
learned that out of 3,000 appli- 
cants for these positions, only 36 
met the eligibility requirements, 
which had already been lowered 
from previous standards. He indi- 
cated that his department is also 
currently on a restricted budget for 
non-emergency supplies and main- 
tenance of equipment, so he has 
empathy for such problems at the 
county level, but finds the pro- 
posed solution unacceptable. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts called the plan “the most 
short-sighted, craziest idea” he 
had encountered since he came to 
Greenbelt. He suggested council 
include in the letter an offer to 
help the county find funds at the 
state or federal level to support 
more career firemen, perhaps 
from the Office of Homeland Se- 
curity, since the city is in a high- 
risk zone for terrorist activity. 
Councilmember Edward Putens

said it was his personal goal to 
see municipalities get such fund- 
ing. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
suggested that the second letter 
remind county officials that 
Greenbelt’s “billion 
dollar golden triangle” 
and development near 
the Metro are eco- 
nomic resources that 
are a source of pride 
to the county and that 
businesses would not 
be attracted to areas 
that cannot provide 
adequate services, including those 
necessary for security. 

Reliable Responses 

Krob said he tried during the 
meeting to enlighten the county 
representatives about Greenbelt, 
since they did not seem to know 
the city very well. He told them 
that the residential population 
more than doubles during the 
work day and that there were nu- 
merous citizens, such as the eld- 
erly or residents of Green Ridge 
House, who need personal assis- 
tance during a fire emergency. 
He pointed out that Greenbelt’s 
proximity to major highways 
means the department responds to 
frequent automobile accidents. 
He informed them about the 
number of lives at schools and 
businesses that GVFD must pro- 
tect. GVFD is also a first-re- 
sponding unit for incidents at ar- 
eas of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center that contain a 
substantial number of hazardous 
materials. 

Krob said his department had 
always had a good working rela- 
tionship with the county, but 
speculated that county actions 
could incite a ground-swell of 
community response, and that let- 
ters from taxpayers to county of- 
ficials might influence budgeting 
decisions. He said that citizens 
“should be outraged” over the 
proposed changes.
